Thomas, who, though a police de> 
tcctive, is attached to the District 
Attorney's oiiicr, did not nn»wer 
tilt' it'li-Krama until he had wired to 
Mr. Whitman, who was then in 
Manchester.

All that was arartal of the late 

Vr. Melville A, Scovell, scientist, ed- 
ucator and public benelactor. was 
laid tenderly to rest Sunday after* 
noon in the Lexington Cemetery, 
while bnndreda of citixcns and 
friends of the deceased gathered at 
the grave, bowed their beads ia aor* 
row over the loss that they person- 
ally and the eoniinunity, and State 
las sustained in the loss ot this 
good aad great duui. 

The fnaeral lervtoes, which took 
place at the faniljr residence on the 
.N'ieholasville road, and which were 
conducted by the Rev. |. M. .Melear, 
pastor ol the Centenary .Methodist 
Church, were made all the more im- 
pressive by the (act that jnat aa the 
minister was uttering the closing 
words ol Ills tribute to the dead, 
every street and internrbaa car in 
the city, by order of the traction 
tlicials. and every vehicle, liv the 
rei|uest ot the .Mayor, stood still iur 
three minutes, aad as if ia naisoa 
with the solemnity of the occasion, 
the entire city for the time being 
seemed in nonralag. 

Lying instate in the soathwest 
>rner room of the now sorrow-lad- 
en home on the N'ieholasville pike, 
and surrounded by great banks of 
flowers and ferns, arranged in the 
iiinst tastelul manner, the calm laee 
ol the departed scientist, us natnral 
in appearance as it was when flush- 
ed with life, was looked upon hv 
liundreds of Irienils anil relatives, 
alio called to pay the last tribute 
to him, whose work unlinislied as 
t was, was recognized and apprec- 
.'iteil throughout the land. 

Dr. .Melear in conducting the liin- 
ernl service read the entire nintieih 
ialni, while the two hun.lreil or 
more Iriends of the departed, who 
gathered at the home to pay the 

l.isl triliute, sat with li.nviil lie;iils, 
deeply touched by the sympathetic 
words of the officiating minister. 

The ceremonies were simple, con- 
sisting of songs, prayers and the 
re.iding of the scriptures, and by 4 
o'clock the funeral procession, more 
than three blocks in length begaa 
to move toward the Lexington Cem- 
etery, where tlie burial took place. 

The plan of having every wheel 
ill the city stop from o'eloek until 
three minutes past 3 o'clock while 
Dr. Melear read the Fsalm was ad- 
hercil to lully. Every street car 
sloppeil exactiv at 3 o'clock, and 
the IiusvIihII game which was ia 
progress was held up lor three min- 
utes. Many carriges and automo- 
biles lemaiiied where they happen* 
ed to be at t he hour ol 3 and everjr 
activity ia the city took on the a*, 
pcct ol mourning 

The body was lowered into the 
grave about 4:30 o'clgcii aad as the 
earth was rolled over the casket 
the last chapter in the earthly ca- 
reer ui one >>l Lexingttm's liest M^l 
noblest citiaeos was closed.
